1. (Currently amended) A computer-implemented rnethod for comniunicatine 
content intended for delivery to a recipient of an electronic mail message having an attached 
electronic file, containing an identity of a remote server computer, comprising: 

responsive to an input signal, accessing the attached electronic file; 
ohtaining the identity of a remote server computer hostii^g the content in response to 
accessing the attached electronic file; 

executing a sc ript included in the at tached elec tronic file to c xccuto dOQjimcnrview 

l^rogr^m disakvi^^ displaying a launch 

control i con : and 

responsive to a selection of the laimch control, displaying the content intended foar 
delivery to the recipient of the electronic mail message by using the identity to establish a 
connection with the remote server computer. 

2. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 » wherein 
displaying the content intended for deUvery to the recipient of the electronic mail message 
comprises: 

launching a browser program; 

providing the browser program vvith the identity of the remote server computer 
hosting the content; 

establishing a connection by the browser program with the remote server computer; 
displaying the contwt within a viewing window of the browser program. 

3 . (Original) The computer-implemented method of claim 1, wherein the remote 
server hosts a web site containing the content intended for delivery to the recipient of the 
electronic mail message and the attached electronic file only contains instructions for 
accessing the content at the web site. 
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4. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 1 further 
comprising displaying a message contained in the attached electronic file in response to 
receiving the input signal. 

5. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method ofclaim 4, wherein 
displaying a message contained in the attached electronic file comprises: 

launching a document viewing program; 

displaying the message within a viewing window of the document \iewing program. 

6. (Original) The computer-implemented method ofclaim 5, wherein the message of 
the electronic file attachment comprises a text-based instmction message con^rising 
instructionfi to aid the recipient* s access to the content maintained by the remote server 
computer. 

7. (Previously Presented) The computer-implemented method of claim 4, further 
comprising opening a browser program by launching the file attachment from a viewer 
program to access the content at the remote server computer in response to JavaScript 
commands contained m the electronic file attachment. 

8. (Currently amended) An electronic device-implemented method for 
communicating content intended for delivery to a recipient of an electronic message having 
an attached electronic file, cojitaining an identity of a remote server computer, comprising: 

responsive to an input signal, ajccessing the attached electronic file; 

obtaining the identity of a remote server computer hosting the content in response to 
accessing the attached electronic file; 

e xecuting a script included in the atti3i4?h cd e3ectTX?n ic file to execute document view 
proer mn dlsplavip g an ingtmction nitfssa tie fbf acc essing conront an d offering a launch 
contro l icon : and 

responsive to a selection of the launch control, providing the content intended for 
delivery to the recipient of the electronic message by using the identity to establish a 
connection with the remote server computer. 
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9, (Previously Presented) The electronic device-implemented method of claim 8, 
wherein the remote server hosts a web site containing the content intended for delivery to the 
recipient of the electronic message and the attached electronic fSe only contains instnictions 
for accessing Uie content at the web site* 

10, (Previously Presented) The electronic device-implemented method of claim 8 
further comprising delivering a message contained iu the attached electrooic file in response 
to receiving the input signal. 

1 1 , (Previously Presented) The electronic device-implerarated method of claim 10, 
wherein the message of the attached electronic file comprises a text-based instruction 
message comprising instructions to aid the recipient's access to the content maintained by the 
remote server computer. 

12, (Previously Presented) The electronic device-implemented method of claim 10, 
further comprising opening a browser program by launching the file attachment from a 
viewer program to access the content at the remote server computer in response to 
JavaScript commands contained in the electronic file attachment. 
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
